Appeal Case. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 20.—[Special.]— 
Maury I. Diggs, former state architect, to- 
night was convicted on four of the six counts 
of the indictment charging him with viola- 
tion of the Mann “ white slave” act. 

The conviction makes him lable to five 
years maximum sentence in the federal peni- 


tentiary on each count, with a minimum of 


one year on each. 

Diggs therefore may receive 4 total sen- 
tence of twenty years. 

Drew Caminetti, son of the United States 
immigration commissioner, the second man 
of the party, who, with Marsha Warrington 
and Lola Norton, made up the double elope- 
ment to Reno, will be tried immediately. 


Diggs and Wife Steeled for Blow.

Had No “Through” Ticket. 

The through ticket to Detroit, on which 
Thaw, it is understood, hopes to evade the 
immigration authorities and continue his 
journey through Quebec and Ontario to the 
state of Michigan, will not serve that pur- 
pose, if the information of the immigration 
officials is correct. Though they have not 
yet been shown the ticket by Thaw, they 
have learned that it was purchased in Coati- 
cook and reads from that point to Detroit. 
It is not, therefore, a ticket from one Ameri- 
can station, via Canalla, to another foreign 
point, and does not qualify as “ through ” 
transportation. 


No Violation of Act. 

There was no attempt by the defense in its 
closing arguments to prove that Diggs did 
not transport Marsha Warrington across the 
state line from Sacramento, Cal., to Reno, 
Nev. 

It was claimed, however, that this act did 
not constitute a violation of the Mann white 
slave traffic act because it had not been 
done with criminal intent. 

In his instructions to the jury the judge 
declared it made no difference whether the 
defendant was partly actuated by fear of ex- 
posure in deciding to go to Reno. Their only 
decision was to be whether immorelity was 
part cause for the trip.

The American government under 
auch a policy would continue to deny arms 
to both sides, would withdraw Americans 
from trouble zones, and insist on proper 
‘protection to property and lives. 

Officials here believe the United States 
through the mission of Mr. Lind will have 
satisfied foreign governments generally of 
us desire to bring about peace and they do 
mot conceive that there will be any pres- 
gure to bring about intervention.

FEDERAL OFFICERS EXEOUTED. 
Eagle Pass. Tex., Aug. 20.—A story of exe- 
_cutions of h. army officers and of heavy 
‘losses of life in battle reached here today in 
«the first official account of the fighting about 
-Torreon, from the constitutionalist point of 
view. The dispatches came from Gov. Car- 
ranza ahd were dated Aug-s. The siege of 
‘Torreon was still on. 
The governor said the attack on Torreon 
began July 20 and continued for fourteen 
days, during which the constitutionalists lost 
rover 800 wounded.

ATTORNEY GOT TWO FEES. 


George Horning, Pawnbroker at 
Capital, Shows Brand New Re- 
ceipt Dated, August, 1912. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—[Spegial.J—In 
spite of the efforts at concealment, corrobo- 
ration of I. H. McMichael’s statement that 
$10,000 was raised to defeat the loan shark 
legislation cropped out of the testimony be- 
fore the house lobby investigating commit- 
tee today. 

George D. Horning, the Washington pawn- 
broker, admitted under persistent question- 
ing that he had collected a total of $11,700 
to be used in fighting the bill. In addition 


another fund of about $8,000 which he ob- 
tained from Chicago, Philadelphia, and 
Washington salary and chattel money lend- 
ers. Still another fund raised independently 
of Horning's operations was mentioned. 


Bears Out McMichael Story. 
McMichael in his original testimony swore 
that Representative James T. McDermott of 
Chicago's stockyards district told him of the 
raising of a $10,000 fund for the defeat of the 
loan shark measure. McMichael said Mc- 
Dermott admitted receiving $7,500 of this 
amount for work in behalf of the money 
lenders’ oppositidn. 

Horning is the pawnbroker who says he 
has given McDermott a total of $1, 085 with- 
out any understanding as to its repayment 
and that it never has been paid. 

Horning also téstified that he paid $750 to 
M. 8. Snelling and Patrick Ryan, former offi- 
cials of the central labor union of Washing- 
ton, to be used ih campaigning for members 
of congress who would oppose the loan shark 
legislation. 


Contributed to Fight Bill. 
Following are the contributors as far as 
Horning could recollect to the fund which 
was raised to attack the loan shark bill in 
its entirety:

Most of this was collected in 1911. Horn- 
ing, who is a note broker as well as a pawn- 
ker, was the leading spirit in the collec- 
tion of both funds and dictated their dispo- 
sition without the suggestion of interference 
from any of the other contributors. 

The Chicago and Philadelphia men men- 
tioned are said to have interests in or own 
outright large loan establishments in Wash- 
ington. Horning did not know Wahl's first 
name. 


Second Jackpot“ Raised. 

One remark of Horning’s indicates that the 
$11,700 represented in these two funds was 
not the only packpot raised to defeat the 
Dyer measure. Representative Ferris was 
leading the witness through a list of local 
note brokers and money lenders, when the 
name of N. L. Chew & Co. was reached, 

“Did You Follect any money from that 
Arm?“ Ferris asked. 

No, sir; Chew said they were joining with 
the other people.“ 

Was there another fund raised, then?” 

“1 think there was; Mr. Chew said he had 
taken the matter up with his partner and his 
partner had said that he was going in with 
the other people.“

Attorney Got Double Fee. 

The committee was much interested in the 
fact that Horning had paid large fees from 
both funds to two firms of lawyers. He paid 
Henry E. Davis $2,000 from each fund, al- 
though the work, inasmuch as only one bill 
was involved, was much the same. He paid 
in addition $1,350 to the firm of Tucker, Ken- 
yon & MacFarland fot work on the same 
bill. 

Davis got 52.000 first for opposing the en- 
tire bill, that fee coming from the larger 
fund; and later $2,000 for opposing the pro- 
vision in the bill applying to local pawn- 
shops, the second fee coming from the $8,734 
pawnbrokers’ fund.

Fee Unknown to Colleagues. 
Horning was not sure that either his pawn- 
broker friends or the 10 per centers knew 
that they were paying Mr. Davis $4,000 be- 
tween therm. He said, moreover, that though

ne had broken a lifelong practice and re- 


quired Mr. Davis to give him a receipt for 
the $2,000 paid out of the pawnbrokers’ fund, 
he had never shown this receipt to the other 
two contributors to this fund, Heidenheimer 
and Burnstine, although he demanded the 
receipt because these two had protested that 
$2,000 was too much to pay Davis for his 
services. Heidenhetmer swore that Mr. Davis 
received $1,500. 

The committee indicated a suspicion that 
the receipt, instead of having been given in 
August, 1912, as the date indicates, was writ- 
ten out a few days ago in preparation for 
Horning’s testimony—in fact, that it was 
written a few hours before Horning took the 
stand yesterday. 


Denies Receipt Was New. 

In the afternoon Representative Cline 

asked Horning point blank: 

Didn't you get that nice, clean, freshly 
written receipt yesterday morning in Mr. 
Davis’ office?’ 

No, sir, I did not,” Horning replied, but 
without great emphasis. 

Explaining the fact that he had expended 
only about $2,500 of the 88,0 loan shark 
fund and was holding the remainder in his 
vault, Horning seid that shortly after he 
had collected the money he realized the im- 
possibility of defeating the entire bill and 
decided to save the remainder of the fund to 
use in contesting the > ngs esta of the 
law after its enactment.

House Committee Hears Georgia 
Official Misused Office. 


PERSONAL HABITS INVOLVED 


Practice of Allowing Son-in-Law in 
Court Also Questioned. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—Charges 
wich, if sustained, may be the foundation 
of anther impeachment case in the senate, 
are made against Federal Judge Emory Speer 
of the Fifth Georgia circuit, in papers con- 
sidered today in a carefully guarded session 
of the house judiciary committee. 

The committee had before it the report of 
an investigation of Judge Speer's conduct 
by Special Examiner R. Colton Lewis, sub- 
mitted by. the department of justice along 
with numerous affidavits and other exhibits. 
No action was taken, the committee adjourn- 
ing until Friday, and each member pledging 
himself not to discuss the charges in the 
meantime. 


Speer Charges Many. 
The most serious charges dealt with in the 
examiner’s report are: 

That Judge Speer unlawfully per- 
mitted the wasting or dissipation of bank- 
ruptcy of estates that came within his 
jurisdiction as a federal judge. 

That he presided in cases in which his 
son- in-law was an attorney on a con- 
tingent fee, with full knowledge that his 

ision would affect the fee of his son- 
n-law. 

That he was guilty of imposing unlaw- 
ful punishments for contempt in cases 
coming before his court. 

“ That he ignored the mandates of the 
Circuit Courts of Appeal and of the Su- 
preme court of the United States in cer- 
tain cases. W rr a 

That he was absent from his district 
when he should have been attending to 
his duties in court. 

That, contrary to law, he tried cases 
outside of his district. 


Personal Habits Attacked. 

There were other charges relating to what 
the judge's accusers claimed to be arbitrary 
conduct, and one relating to personal habits, 
The accusations in part are a reiteration of 
attacks made on Judge Speer from time 
to time during his many years of service 
since his appointment to the federal bench 
by President Arthur.

Bill Faces Defeat in Senate. 

It is in the senate that the situation is 
really serious. The narrow majority of the 
Democrats in that body precludes the loss of 
any considerable number of votes for a 
measure the president is backing. It has 
become evident to the president that the bill 
now pending in the house caucus cannot be 
passed by the senate. 

The opposition to its provisions ranges 
from technicalities to fundamentals. It is P 
exceedingly doubtful if the president's meas- 
ure could be favorably reported out of the 
senat¢ banking and currency committee. 

The opponents of the president's program 
were jubilant yesterday over a statement 
made by Senator Owen, chairman of the sen- 
ate banking and currency committee, indi- 
cating that he would not stand for the presi- 
dent's bill. Friends of the president were 
so alarmed over this development that they 
reported the alleged change of heart on the 
part of the Oklahoma senator to the presi- 
dent. 


Wilson Will Accept Amendments. 

President Wilson sent for Mr. Owen today 
and had half an hour’s conference with him. 
When Mr. Owen left the White House he 
declared any impression that he was op- 
posed to the administration program was 
not justified. 

There is reason to believe that during the 
conference between the president and Mr. 
Owen the latter received definite assurances 
that the president was not seeking to ram 
down the throat of congress the currency 
bill as originally drawn, but was willing to 
accept amendments which would not disturb 
its fundamental principles. 

The truth of the matter is that before the 
president gets through with the problem of 
currency reform he will be making quite a 
number of concessions, some of them strik- 
ing at the fundamentals. It will be only 
in this way that he can get any legislation 
at all. 

Some Democratic leaders express the opin- 
ion that the senate ultimately will be asked 
to consider a message of a temporary char- 
acter, similar to the bill recently introduced 
by Senator Lea of Tennessee. 


Temporary Measures Considered. 

The Lea proposal calls for an amplification 
of the Aldrich- Vreeland emergency currency 
law and changes the provisions of the latter 
statute so as to bring a form of special cur- 
rency within the reach of national banks. 

Senator Gallinger announced today that 
Republican senators would support a meas- 
ure of this kind. Senator Owen himself is 
determined to do everything in his power 
to modify the provisions of the administra- 
tion bill relating to the organization and 
functions of reserve banks. 

The Owen proposition will 
fought by the banks. 

It is the intention of the president to urge 
the senate Democrats to hold a caucus for 
the purpose of thrashing out a measure which 
they all can support. The basis of the dis- 
cussion will be the administration bill, just 
as it has been the basis of discussion in the 
house Democratic caucus.

How much the Thaw legal advisers here 
fear such a contirgency was indicated in 
the urgent message Mr. Shurtleff sent to the 
Dominion department of the interior tonight, 
asking that this inquiry, if held, take place 
in Coaticook, near where Thaw was ar- 
rested.’ From there he would likely be sent 
to Vermont. In that state he could begina 
fight against extradition. 

So far, it is understood the immigration 
officials here have received no instructions 
from Ottawa as to where to hold the in- 
quiry. 


Wins Habeas Corpus Writ. 


The first legal skirmish in Thawes effort

He was 
lodged in a cell near Thaw. Technically 
Thompson is charged with aiding and abet- 
ting a lunatic to cross the Canadian border, 
an offense puniehable with a $500 fine. 

Those who expected picturesque French- 
Canadian court. scenes at.the habeas cor- 
pus hearing today were sadly disappoint- 
ed. The learned judge did not appear at all, 
granting the application for the writ of 
habeas corpus in private.

REPRIMANDS § SAILOR Rit 


Daniels Will Punish Men Who 
Mobbed I. W. W. Quarters.. 


ASSAILS RABID ORATORS. 


But Inability to Identify Calprits Will 
Preelude Penalties. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—Secretary 
Daniels has directed the punishment of the 
sailors of the Pacific reserve fleet who took 
part in the destruction of property of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World and the So- 
cialists in Seattle July 17 to 18, if they can 
be identified. He severely condemned the 
civilians who abused the sailors and the 


American flag. 

The secretary's action today was based on 
a report by a board of investigation, headed 
by Commander Thomas Washington. The 
board found that for some time before the 
rioting at Seattle there had been attacks 
on the flag, the government, and particular- 
ly on the army and navy in Pacilic seaport 
cities by people calling themselves members 
of the Industrial Workers of the World. 


Blames Authorities for Rioting. 

The civil authorities, the report said, al- 
lowed speakers to harangue crowds and en- 
gender ill feeling, resulting in the attack on 
the soldiers and two sailors on July 17. This 
led to the burning and destruction of property 
on the following night. 

The board placed direct responsibility for 
the action of-the crowd, led by civilians and 
including only a small proportion of enlisted 
men, on the failure of the police force to pre- 
vent the destruction of property because of 
their sympathy with the purposes of the 
crowd. 

Furthermore, the board expressed the opin- 
ion that the rioting was attributable to gen- 
eral sentiment agalnst the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World, and that the presence of 
enlisted men was used to serve the purpose 
of accomplishing of “ an end which the better 
element of people desired and the press en- 
coura ged.“ 


Calls Sailors’ Action Unjustifed. 

In passing upon this report, which was 
traismitt®d by Rear Admiral Reynolds, Spe- 
retary Daniels declared that while the con- 
duct of those who denounced and assaulted 
soldiers was most reprehensible and deserv- 
ing condemnation their violent language. 
unprovoked assault on soldiers, and lawless- 
ness does not jutisfy retaliation in kind.” 


Calle Punishment Impracticable. 
Seattle, Wash., Aug. 20.—Rear Admiral Al- 
fred Reynolds, in transmitting Secretary Dan- 
iels’ letter, appends a direction to command- 
ers of all ships of the Pacific reserve fleet to 
read the secretary's statement at muster, but 
it adds that inasmuch as it has been impossi- 
ble to obtain proof of the participation of any 
specified man in the demonstration, it will be 
impracticable to attempt any punishment. 
Superior Judge John E. Humphries made 
permanent today his injunction against three 
Socialist orators, prohibiting them from 
speaking on the street. 
Cavalry Disperses Miners’ Mob. 
Calumet, Mich., Aug. -. — Cavalry was 
called out today to disperse a mob of copper 
mine strikers who gathered at a non-union 
boarding house in Laurium and threatened 
the landlady and boarders with violence. 
The cavalry escorted the non-union men 
to work.

Other Interesting Measures. 

This ordinance was one of a score published 
as a cleanup of the actions of the coun- 
cil before its vacation adjournment. The 
number included several other important 
and interesting measures. It is possible 
two of these, designed to safeguard life at 
the bathing beaches, cannot be enforced 
until next year, although one of them may 
be of value this season. 

This requires lifesavers must satisfy the 
commissioner of health of their fitness for 
such work and requires each beach must be 
equipped with a telephone readily accessible 
in case of an accident. The other ordinance 
requires the installation of life buoys and 
rafts in addition to boats, and commands the 
installation of oxygen resuscitating devices. 


Other Ordinances in List. 
Other ordinances in the list follow: 

Prohibiting vessels on the river from 
using whistles audible more than a quar- 
ter of a mile away in ordinary weather. 

Permitting peddlers to cry their wares 
in alleys from 11 a. m. to 8 p. m. 

Making the bridge closed hours 
from 6:30 to 9 o' clock in the morning and 
from 4:30 te 6:80 im the afternoon. 

Requiring thet bread boxes in front of 
grocery and similar stores be kept at 
least two feet above the ground. 

Prohibiting smoking in the dressing 
rooms of all theaters. 

Fixing a fine of from $1 to 6200 for the 

sale or the offering for sale of food that 
has become “ putrid, decayed, infected, 
contaminated, or unwholesome.” 
All these laws go into effect on Aug. 30 and 
the various departments having to do with 
their enforcement are preparing for that 
task now.

Commerce Association Man Says Atmos- 
pheric Pollution Can Be Reduced by 
Checking Enterprise, 


Dr. W. F. Goss, chief engineer of the smoke 
abatement and electrification committee of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce spoke 
on “ Chicago's Smoke Problem” at the 
weekly meeting of the association at the 
Hotel La Salle yesterday. Dr. Goss declared 
the smoke and dust of Chicago are the re- 
sult of the city’s great progress, 

“Smoke and dust are thé by-products of 
industry, he said. “‘ Chicago became a great 
city by being always a busy city. One way 
to reduce atmospheric pollution ig to check 
enterprise, but this is not the way the build- 
ers of Chicago's future wish to take. 
„Much that passes for smoke in Chicago 
does not, in fact, have its origin in coal. 
From hundreds of sources arise vast clouds 
of dust, often invisible, but as objectionable 
as the smoke clouds arising from the city’s 
chimneys and smokestacks. All of these 
facts are being studied scientifically by the 
committee and it is hopéd a solution will be 
found.” 

Following the address of Dr. Goas, Fred H. 
Gurtler, representing the appraisers, mer- 
cantile agencies, and stenographers’ section 
of the association, read a report on the 
“business of stenographers” advocating a 
state license for court stenographers.

Electric Vehicle Men Request 
Park Commission’s Con- 
sent for One. 


PIER TO HELP AUTOS TURN. 


Roadway Into Lake Will Be 
Built at the Foot of 
Yates Avenue, 


Representatives of the Electric Vehicle 
Manufacturers’ association yesterday at- 
tended the meeting of the south park com- 
missioners and proposed a plan to start an 
open air garage in Grant park, east of the 
Illinois Central tracks. 

The association representatives told the 
park commissioners they would establish a 
garage with telephones, attendants, and au- 
tomobile accessories. 

The park board took the plan under advise- 
ment. It is believed that the proposition will 
be opposed on the ground that the public park 
should not be utilized for private profit. The 
expense to the owners of automobiles would 
be in the form of a monthly garage bill. 


Car Line Causes Argument. 

A lively discussion arose over the proposed 
extension of the Sixty-seventh street car line 
east of Lake Michigan at the southern bound- 
ary of Jackson park. It developed that the 
side of the street on which the car company 
wishes to lay the tracks for a single line is 
controlled by the park commissioners, while 
the other half is controlled by property own- 
ers who object to the car line. A committee 
from the park board will view the scene of 
the proposed line on Friday and action will 
be taken at a special meeting next week. 

The board voted to spend $35,000 for the 
construction of a pier improving the auto- 
mobile road facilities at the south end of 
Jackson park and Yates avenue. The plan 
entails the building of a circular turnout ex- 
tending several yards into the lake, which 
will accommodate the passage of automobiles 
and facilitate easy turning of cars. 


No Action on Greifenhagen. 

No action was taken in regard to the 
resignation of Edwin 0. Greifenhagen, 
superintendent of employment for the south 
parks, although it was stated that the resig- 
nation would be accepted as soon as Mr. 
Greifenhagen desires. The superintendent 
resigned because of the clause in the park 
civil service rules adopted on July 1. 
which requires that all civil service employés 
devote their entire time to the service. This, 
it is said, the superintendent has not done. 

A petition containing more than 3,000 
names, asking for a playground between 
State street and Michigan avenue and Thir- 
ty-fifth and Forty-seventh streets was re- 
ceived. Action on the petition was deferred.

fares were selected by him and the members 
of the committee. 

Work Already Started. 


Work has already been started. It will be 
continued. What is known as the mayor's 


‘fund, which \constitutes 15 per cent of the 


wheel tax, will be applied to carrying out the 
projected improvements. 

Commissioner MeGann's plan, when car- 
ried out, will connect the downtown section 
of the city with the county and state roads. 
It will provide direct routes in and out of the. 
city. The associated roads organization will 
carry the work beyond the city into the coun- 
try. It will endeavor to get the codpera- 
tion ot the county and the state in improving 
the trunk roads leading to the improved 


streets. 


Mayor Expresses Sympathy. 

Mayor Harrison expressed sympathy with 
the work of the association, saying that he 
hoped for the body's codperation in all phases 
of the traffic question. He suggested that 
the three branches of the street problem 
which would bear the closest observation and 
assistance of the association are rules of 
the road in the avoidance of accident, streets 
improved by special assessments, and streets 
improved by the wheel tax fund. 

The mayor requested members of the asso- 
ciation’s committee to be present together 
with members of the police department and 
other city executives at the meeting on Rush 
atreet bridge tomorrow night, when an at- 
tempt will be made to determine what are 
and what are not dangerous headlights.

Defends Militant Methods as Only

TROUVILLE, Aug. 2-—The suffraget 
movement is an international one, Mrs. Em- 
meline Pankhurst, the leader of the English 
militants, said today. At the same time she 
announced her intention of visiting the 
United States.at the end of the year to lec- 
ture in New York and other cities. 

The progress of our ideas in one coun- 
try.“ she continued, “is bound to have an 
influence in other lands. Already five states 
of the union admit women to the right of 
voting If 1 can stir public opinion to still 
keemer consciousness of woman's right to 
vote I know the reperoussion will be felt in 
England. Americans demonstrate their pro- 
gressiveness by being in the vanguard of 
the suffrage movement, which is indeed a 
world wide revolution. You would be sur- 
prised to see the enormous number of Amer- 
ican sympathizers who call at our London 
offices.” 


Defends Militant Tactics. 

Mrs. Pankhurst said the justification of 
the fierce militancy prevalent in England 
lies in the fact that the British government 
has broken faith; with the suffragéte, for, 
after having promised to introduce a woman 

ge bill in the house of commons the 
cabinet took care to make its passage im- 
possible.

MEETING AT THE HAGUE. 


President Regrets Diplomacy Has 
Shown Lack of Besulis.

THE HAGUB, Aug. -20.—In his inaugural 
address at the opening today of the twenti- 
eth Unsversal Peace congress Prof. de Lou- 
ter of Utrecht, who was elected president of 
the congress, said America is the foremost 
nation in the peace movement. He regretted 
that diplomacy has had such poor resvite in 
the last few years, and he added that social 
relations between the co-nations are more 
efficacious ae a means of preventing war- 
fare. The Balkan war has shown, he said, 
how much barder advocates of peace must 
work. 

The delegates, who number 950, were wel- 
comed to Holland by Premier Heemskerk. 

Prof. Quidde of Munich moved a resolu- 
tion calling for the stoppage of armament 
building and appealing to the governments 
of the world to fulfill the promises of limita- 
tion made at the first peace conference. It 
would, he said, provide a basis for action to 
prove that multiplication of armaments is 
impracticable. The resolution was adopted 
and a permanent commission of the Berne 
bureau was instructed to examine the plan 
and report at the next congress. 

The congress also adopted a resolution 
that the differences between the United 
States and Great Britain regarding the Pana- 
ma canal act should be referred tothe Hague 
court of arbitration.

NEW SYSTEM NEEDED. 

HE baby’s hardest day is his firat 
day. His hardest week is his first 
week. His hardest month is his 
first month. The men who study 
figures tell us that never again will 


f 


baby have as many hazards as during the 


lirst month of life. 

Rittenhouse tells us that people in middle 
and later life have less life expectancy than 
twenty years ago. The reason is that the 
preservation of life in these years is a mat- 
ter of personal hygiene, and there are no 
great agencies promoting personal hygiene, 
Our health departments are agencies of 
publie hygiene, and they are concentrating 
on childhood. 


~~ 

Although the eyes of health departments 
are focused on childhood and babyhood, 
they do not see the very young baby—the 
baby just getting born and the baby less 
than one month old. The great movements 
to save the babies are saving them, but the 
movement is one of help for babies over a 
month old, and the saving is in babies over 
a month old. 

The very young baby is worrying along 
without the friendship of the health de- 
partment or the infant welfare societies. 
A few organizations are doing a little for“ 
very young babies; the efforts followed, or 
to be followed, are of several kinds. Some 
instruction is given the prospective mothers. 
Classes are organized for the purpose. 
Others are visited by nurses. 


— 

In some of the countries where govern- 
ment insurance prevails, mothers whose 
husbands earn small wages are given a little 
sum of money—maternity insurance. Dr. 
Devine insists that this is not insurance, 
but if out of it there grows a benefit to 
society it matters not what you call it, 

Organized as it now is in Germany and 
England, it is not of much benefit, but of 
it, in time, there will grow a maternity 
hospital and dispensary system that will 
replace the midwife system. 

Most European countries provide facili- 
ties for the education of midwives. Some, 
for instance, Hungary, even go a step fur- 
ther and subsidize midwives, and yet I have 
never known an official of any of those 
countries who thought he had found the 
proper way of securing proper care of the 
women in childbirth and of the young babies. 
The remedy is that indicated above. It 
alone will displace * untrained mid wife. 


Until this eh is developed, the 
most promising plan is a visitation system 
that starts two months before the baby is 
born and continues until baby is one month 
old. 

The New York Infant Welfare society 
took care of 1,875 women on this basis. Two 
mothers died, 1,334 babies were born alive 
at term, and sixteen were born alive but 
prematurely. Of these 1,313 reached one 
month of age and thirty-seven died before 
reaching that age, which of itself was an 
excellent record. 

When the babies reached the age of one 
month, 1,187 were being wholly breast fed; 
forty-eight were being partially breast fed, 
and only thirty-four were being wholly 
bottle fed, which indicated that an unusual 
proportion would keep healthy through in- 


fancy. 


EFFICIENCY OF REFRIGERATORS. 

J. R. W. writes: A refrigerator which ie 
so built as to permit the insulator to be- 
come wet, or which allows the circulation of 
air within its walls, or which contains an in- 
sulator which settles, packs down, or disin- 
tegrates, will have its efficiency correspond - 
ingly lowered. Sawdust, charcoal, shavings, 
wood, felt, ashes, and paper all absorb mois- 
ture readily and lower rapidly in insulating 
value. Mineral wool, which is a blast fur- 
nace waste product and in reality is glass, 
settles, leaving an air space at the top, and 
disintegrates, losing its air spaces. For the 
above reasons the insulating factors of va- 
rious investigators will differ. The follow- 
ing, however, are approximately accurate 
for the various substances under perfect 
conditions: One inch best cork board, 6.4, 
does not absorb moisture or disintegra te; 
seven-eighths inch pine board, 83.0, absorbs 
moisture, value declines; one inch shavings, 
16.0, absorbs moisture, value declines; one 
inch granulated cork, 9.0; twelve inches pine 
weod, 2.5, absorbs moisture, value declines; 
one inch wood ashes, 11.0, absorbs mois- 
turé, value declines; one inch mineral wool, 
7.5, disintegrates, packs dawn in box; twelve 
inches powdered charcoal, 1.3, absorbs mois- 
ture; twelve inches soft paper felt, no in- 
sulating value, absorbs moisture; one inch 
sawdust, 16.0. Transmission on stone, brick, 
or concrete construction averages about 125. 
aper is not an insulator because it contains 
ao air cells. It retards heat or cold because 
it retards moisture. When it is wet it has 
ebsolutely no value. One inch indurated 
hber, 10.0; one inch composition corkboar4 
(cork dust, asphalt, etc.), 8.9; one inch wa- 
terproof lith, 8.4; lith, one inch, 79. The 
following ate common types of construc- 
tion. Their efficiency under ideal conditions 
is as follows: One seven-eighths inch board, 
next a layér of paper, next one inch hair 
felt, next a layer of paper, then another 
geven-eighths inch board. Factor, 3.82. When 
wet is at least double. Another example: 
Two seven-eighths inch boards, two layers 
of paper, one inch hair felt, 3.32; when wet 
is double. Still another: Two seven-eighths 
inch boards, one inch mineral wool, two 


layers paper, 4.6. Most of the cheap boxes 


have no insulation except the outer wall of 
wood, an inner lining of zinc or tin, and a 
sheet or two of paper in the circulating air 
space between, all of which is very bad. 
The temperature of the food chamber of the 
average refrig*rator using about 150 to 200 
pounds of ice weekly is above 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. It should be down at least to 
45. If the same refrigerator were made of 
4 inch cork board, using less ice, its tem- 
perature would be about 35 degrees Fahren- 
heit. If the same box were made of six 
inch cork board, using a little less ice, it 
would save one ton of refrigeration in a year, 
or the difference in cost of the added con- 
etruction, which would be about $7.50.

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SUNT GEORGE VON HULSEN- 

HAEBSELER has joined those who 

are retiring from active service at 

the court of Berlin, and from the 

household @nd immediate entourage 
of the kaiser. The news of his disappearance 
will be of interest to the operatic and theatri- 
cal world on both sides of the Atlantic, 
owing to the fact that he has for so many 
years been intendant general and director in 
chief of all the crown theaters and crown 
operas of this en dt Prussia, at Berlin 
and in other cities, as well as the grand 
master of all court music. 

It is he who has had the engagement and 
selection of artists of both sexes, musical, 
lyric, and dramatic, and it has been on his 
nomination that they have received orders 
of knighthood, medals, and pieces of jewelry 
in recognition by the empefor of their 
artistic services and genius. 

In one word he hep for the last twenty 
years been the Kaiser's principal impre- 
sario. an office requiring not only much 
dramatic and musical knowledge, but also 
the most extraordinary amount of diplomacy 
and tact, since he has not only to keep the 
artists in good humor, but also to please and 
satisfy the emperor, who is a severe critic 
and set in his ideas about bem music and 


drama,

The count has been peculiarly fitted for the 
offide, which was formerly held by his 
father, the late Botho von Hulsen, and he 
cannot but have derived much benefit from 
his parent’s long and valuabie experience.

Moreover, the young fellow’s mother, that 
is to say thé widow of the general, is so 
rich in her own right that her sons, even 
though they have lost the Haeseler entailed 
estates, will be well off. 


She is the aan ee and heiress of Gen. 
Lucadou, who on retiring from the army 
had assumed control ot the great sflk in- 
dustry of his family. At the time when Gen. 
von Hulsen-Haeseler fell in love with Hilde- 
garde Lucadou he was a mere major with 
little beyond his pay, and his suit was dis- 
countenanced by the parents of the girl, who 
Was accounted one of the greatest heiresses 
in Germany. 

The young officer, at the instance of the 
emperor, made a clean breast to him of the 
entire affair. Thereupon William took upon 
himself to secure the consent of Gen. and 
Frau Lucadou, and one day drove to their 
house quite alone, but in full dress uniform, 
bearing a huge bouquet.

On $90 a Month. 


My wife and I when we married started a 
double entry set of books in our home, to sys- 
tematically try to reduce the high cost of liv- 
ing. Since that time, a year ago, we have not 
spent a cent that we have not taken a record 
of, and on the first of each month we go over 
the expenditures of the previous month to keep 
posted on what the items are and how they com- 
pare with the months before. We bdelieve firmly 
in the idea that the wife is as much a partner 
In the earning of the monthly wage as she is 
in spending it, although she never sees the of- 
fice, as a visitor. 

We make $90 per month. My wife cashes the 
check and pays all expenses. We pay cash for 
everything, believing there is danger in running 
accounts. We have no other resources but my 
salary. We pay $20 for our flat per month, $50 
per year for an endowment insurance policy on 
my life, $23 per month for groceries, including 
meats and vegetables, and never more than that; 
$3 per month for the use of a piano in our flat. 
and 35 for my wife's music lessons. We paid 
last year $22 for church and $11 for lodge dues. 
We pay $15 each month on a tract of land we 
purchased when we were married. We hire our 
washing done for 76 cents per week, but do not 
send anything to a laundry except my collars. 
I do all my own pressing and cleaning. 
to dress neat, but always get good quality when 
we buy anything, never purchasing anything 
ready made that we can make ourselves, We 
think the secret of well dressing is to so dress 
that we will not de noticed because of our 
clothes, and we govern ourselves accordingly. In 
all of our buying we believe that anything that 
is not really needed is a luxury, not to be de- 
sired, even though it is very cheap. 

We live in a crowded city, with no garden to 
help out. We are within ten blocks of the busi- 
ness district, and seldom pay any street car 
fare. We entertain very little, for we do not 
aave the intimate circle of friends that those 
who live in the smaller places enjoy. We 
earnestly study our health, feeling that in safe- 
guarding our physical welfare we are fulfilling 
a duty and not a privilege. In spite of our 
salary and expenses, we are each month put- 
ting by a little, though it is very little some- 
times.

Living Well Within Income. 


It has veen seven years since I was married, 
and found myself living in a town of 30,000 with 
a husband earning a salary of $55 a month, A 
short honeymoon had taken all the money he 
had saved. Nothing being left to buy furniture, 
we went boarding. For board and room we paid 
$40 a month, leaving $15 for laundry and cloth- 
ing, for we did not count on pleasure at that 
salary. It only took a few months and a change 
of season to tell us our clothes were out of date, 
and we had no money to buy more. So I began 
to figure. We next rented three furnished rooms 
for light housekeeping for $15 a month By 
close economy I was able to buy my groceries 
for from $10 toe $14 a month. I did my own 
laundry and some sewing. In a short while we 
had clothing to suit the season, and had saved 
$40. One day I said fo my husband, “If other 
people can make money renting rooms, so can 
J.“ But he said, Tou have no furniture.” No,“ 
I replied, “but I am going to buy it on the in- 
stallment plan.” So I came to Chicago and 
bought furnitute for seven rooms, buying every- 
thing good, .aying $40 down, and the balance at 
$7 a month. I rented a seven room house for 
$15 a month, then I rerented my front bedroom 
for $10 a month and a smaller bedroom for $8 
a month, which meant my rent and some over. 
We lived in this town five years, and in the 
meantime my husband's salary had been in-

creased to $7) a month. When we left there 
our furniture was paid for, also a few new 
pieces added, and I had bought and paid for my 
piano. We had good clothes and 3280 in money. 
We came to Chicago next and rented a six room 
flat, furnace heat, for $26 a month. We have 
all outside light and every convenience. I rent 
my front room for $11 a month and my side 
room for $10 a month, leaving $5 for us to pay 
for, the use .f four caine. By keeping my 
rooms clean, giving plenty of fresh towels and 
lincn, hot. Water and soap, my rooms are always 
rented’ to good tenants. My husband’s salary 
is now $85 a month. We each have two suits 
a year. They are of good material and up to 
date. I have four hats each year, as well as 
other clothing that a well dressed person needs. 
My husband always buys his suits with two 
pairs of trousers, and they last as long as two 
suits, as he does office work and the one coat 
looks well as long as the trousers do. I buy 
good groceries, always in quantities where pos- 
sible, and pay cash. I also buy good cuts of 
meat. We have anything we crave, and my 
grocery bill never exceeds $18. We go to good 
shows or other amusements when we like. I do 
my laundry and take the money thus saved for 
manicures, facials, and shampoos, as I believe 
in keeping up personal appearance. My husband 
shaves himself. He shines his shoes and mine, 
In return I press his suits, only sending them 
out when they need cleaning. We have been in 
Chicago one year, and have saved $280. Our 
friends are all people with much larger salaries, 
but when we go out together they are not 
dressed any better than we are, sometimes not 
so well. 

We are always healthy, and by knowing that 
each month we are adding to our bank account 
we are happy. And I feel that I have learned 
to live, and live well, within our income.

I believe in economy — rst, last, and all the 
time — not stinginess, or as some say, “ scrimp- 
ing,” but wise adaptation. The tendency of un- 
disciplined natures is to waste and destroy, 
while on the other hand to preserve from de- 
struction and to increase becomes second nature 
to those who exercise self-control. Let those of 
narrow mind and obstinate heart regard this as 
“stinginess” if they will, SSlomon said long 
ago: “Every wise woman buildeth her house, 
but the foolish plucketh it down with her 
hands.”

I believe in a 
practical working plan which includes careful 
accounts, buying both meat and groceries in 
quantities, canning fruits and vegetables in sea- 
son, with jellies, fruit butters, sauces and 
pickles made in due time, home baking and sew- 
ing, a little Scotch thrift regarding the pud- 
ding, in short, rising to the occasion as every 
splendid man and woman has done in their 
day and generation.

Vigilance in Minor Matters. 


Our income is $160 a month and we have a 
family of five, three adults and two children, to 
provide for. Our heated flat costs $40 per 
month, reducing our yearly income to a marked 
degree, However, I try to keep down other ex- 
penses to make up for the pleasure of our sur- 
roundings. I do the sewing for the children 
and most of my own also, the ironing and clean- 
ing. We have a vacuum cleanér so do away 
with the weekly cleaning woman and the semi- 
annually housecleaning time. The frequent use 
of the cleaner keeps things clean most of the 
time with little exertion. It has paid for itself 
many times over. I buy by wholesale canned 
goods, sugar, flour, potatoes, ete. finding a de- 
cided decrease over the former method of pur- 
chasing in small lots. I buy table and bed 
linen at the annual sales. Unless there is con- 
omy and vigilance in the minor mattere of the 
household, there can be no reduction in the cost 
of living.

Fold the material in yard lengths and 
lay smoothly in a tub of lukewarm water. 
When it, is thoroughly saturated lift it from 
the water and without wringing hang smooth- 
ly over the line. Let it drain and dry slowly 
and while it is still damp fold and press with 
a not too hot iron. If you are to trim it with 
lace or embroidery shrink the trimming also, 
and when sewing have the tension on your 
machine as loose as will make a firm stitch.

FEDERALS PLAN FOR NEXT YEAR 
AT MEETING IN INDIANAPOLIS. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 20.—Federai league mag- 
nates at a secret session held here last night en- 
tered into an agreement which insures a substan- 
tial basis for the league next year, it became known 
today. The agreement was in the form of two 
bonds of $25.000 each, which all club owners are 
to sign before the final meeting of the organiza- 
tion on Sept. . 

The first of these bonds is to guarantee the play- 
ers’ salaries in 1914 and other incidental playing 
expenses. The second bond is to insure a prop- 
erly equipped park, free of indebtedness. It also 
was decided to estabnish new parks in Chicago, 
Cleveland, St. Louis, and Indianapolis, as the pres- 
ent parks are not considered adequate nor of good 
location. 

All the league owners expressed a belief that 
the organization would include eight clubs next 
vear. With that end in view, Lloyd Rickert, sec-

ef Pittsburgh were named to investigate condi- 
tions at Baltimore and Buffalo. They also will go 
to New York to see David Fultz, president of the 
players’ union in regard to playing contracts,
